SUMMARY: 

Alcoholic Beverage Regulation Administration (ABRA) Investigator Abyie Ghenene determined that on 
Saturday, December 8, 2012, a female patron was allegedly sexually assaulted by an employee of The Tap & 
Parlour/Bohemian Caverns, located at 2001 11 th Street N.W. The sexual assault occurred on the street level 
floor of The Tap & Parlour/Bohemian Caverns after the establishment's ABC Board approved hours of 
operation. This determination was made based on Metropolitan Police Department (MPD) statements. On 
Saturday, December 8, 2012, MPD Chief Cathy Lanier closed The Tap & Parlour/Bohemian Caverns for up to 
96 hours, as a result of this incident and requested that the ABC Board revoke The Tap & Parlour/Bohemian 
Caverns' s ABC License. Additionally, The Tap & Parlour/Bohemian Caverns was in violation of DC Municipal 
regulations §23-705, DC Official Codes §25-762 and §25-823 (6). Specifically The Tap & Parlour/Bohemian 
Caverns allowed alcohol consumption after their legal ABC Board approved hours. This determination was 
based on MPD observations and statements. 

DETAILS: 

On Saturday, December 8, 2012, ABRA Supervisory Investigator Keith Gethers notified Investigator Ghenene 
that an alleged Sexual Assault (Forcible) occurred inside of The Tap & Parlour/Bohemian Caverns located at 
2001 1 1 th Street N.W. 

The MPD PD-25 1 report (CCN #12171646) (Exhibit #1), which documents this incident was completed by 
MPD Third District Officer Gia Williams. The PP-251, dated December 8, 2012, states the following: 
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• On above date and approximate time C-l reports that S-l committed a sexual act with her against 
her will and knowledge. 

On Saturday, December 8, 2012, at approximately 7:30 p.m., Investigator Ghenene spoke with MPD Detective 
Derrick Bolding, regarding the incident. Detective Holding stated that much of the information regarding the 
incident could not be released given the nature of the incident and status of the investigation. 
Detective Bolding stated that the complainant (C-l) stated that she and a small group of friends visited The Tap 
& Parlour/Bohemian Caverns at approximately 3:00 a.m. Detective Bolding stated that a friend of the 
complainant (C-l) knew a manager at The Tap & Parlour/Bohemian Caverns and that the complainant (C-l) 
and a small group of friends were invited there by the manager for a private party. Detective Bolding stated that 
all the individuals in the group are over 21 years of age. Detective Bolding stated that the complainant (C-l) 
stated that she consumed alcoholic beverages prior to visiting The Tap & Parlour/Bohemian Caverns. Detective 
Bolding stated that the complainant (C-l) and the group she arrived with joined a small group of employees of 
The Tap & Parlour/Bohemian Caverns on the lower level of the establishment. Detective Bolding stated that the 
complainant (C-l) stated that she consumed one beer while inside The Tap & Parlour/Bohemian Caverns. 
Detective Bolding stated that the two groups consumed alcoholic beverages on the lower floor for a while and at 
some point, the complainant (C-l) became tired and went upstairs to the street level floor of The Tap & 
Parlour/Bohemian Caverns to lie down and rest on top of the bar on the main floor (Exhibit #2). Detective 
Bolding stated that at some point after falling asleep on the street level floor, the complainant (C-l) awoke to 
the suspect (S-l) having sexual intercourse without her consent. Detective Bolding stated that the complainant 
(C-l) and her friends exited The Tap & Parlour/Bohemian caverns at approximately 4:00 a.m. at which time the 
complainant (C-l) reported the incident. Detective Bolding stated that when MPD arrived at The Tap & 
Parlour/Bohemian Caverns, they found the main door open and unsecured but with the deadbolt extended. 
Detective Bolding stated that they did not find anybody inside the location. 

According to The Tap & Parlour/Bohemian Caverns ABC License (Exhibit #3), the ABC Board approved 
Hours Operation on Friday evenings ends at 3:00 a.m. on Saturday mornings. 

The Tap & Parlour/Bohemian Caverns does not have a Security Plan on file with ABRA. 

On Saturday, December 8, 2012, at approximately 7:09 p.m., MPD Chief Cathy Lanier sent an Emergency 
Closure Letter to ABRA Director, Fred Moosally (Exhibit #4). The letter summarizes the Sexual Assault 
incident documented in the PD-251 report. Chief Lanier's letter states that at 6:00 p.m. on December 8, 2012, 
she closed The Tap & Parlour/Bohemian Caverns for up to 96 hours, pursuant to her authority under the 
Emergency Suspension of Liquor Licenses Act of 2005. The letter also states that Chief Lanier requests that the 
ABC Board revoke the ABC License of The Tap & Parlour/Bohemian Caverns, pursuant to D.C. Official Code 
25-827, in order to ameliorate the threat to public safety which the establishment presents. 

On Monday, December 10, 2012, Investigator Ghenene and ABRA Supervisory Investigator Keith Gethers 
visited The Tap & Parlour/Bohemian Caverns to take photographs of the establishment and interview Mr. 
Omaro Brown, an owner of the establishment. Investigator Ghenene and Supervisory Investigator Gethers 
entered The Tap & Parlour/Bohemian Caverns and met with Mr. Brown. Mr. Brown stated that on the night of 
the alleged incident he left the establishment at approximately 10:30 p.m. Mr. Brown stated that he turned over 
all management and operation responsibilities to Mr. Mark Rodriguez, Manager at The Tap & 
Parlour/Bohemian Caverns. Mr. Brown stated that his Head of Security left the establishment at approximately 
3 :00 a.m., once all the patrons were out of the building. Mr. Brown stated that employees are not allowed to 
host private events at the establishment and that it is The Tap & Parlour/Boheman Caverns policy that all 
alcoholic beverage service and consumption end at 3:00 a.m. Mr. Brown also stated that it is The Tap & 
Parlour/Bohemian Cavern policy that all patrons must be out of the building by 3:00 a.m. Mr. Brown stated that 
both employees involved in the incident were placed on administrative leave, without pay, indefinitely as of 
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Saturday, December 8, 2012. 

On Monday, December 10, 2012, while at The Tap & Parlour/Bohemian Caverns, Investigator Ghenene 
observed that there are several couches on the main floor (Exhibit #5). Investigator Ghenene also observed that 
the locking mechanism to the front the door appeared to be recently repaired (Exhibit #5). 

Mr. Brown stated that on the night of the incident, The Tap & Parlour/Bohemain Caverns had the following 
operations: 

• 4 security guards were on duty 

• Security guards wore all black attire 

• 2 cameras recording, 2 cameras broken 

• Patrons were required to be 2 1 years of age or older to enter 

On Saturday, December 8, 2012, Mr. Brown stated that his morning manager arrived at The Tap & 
Parlour/Bohemian Caverns and found the main door unsecured. Mr. Brown stated that his morning manager 
contacted him and he arrived shortly thereafter. Mr. Brown stated that the deadbolt on the door was extended 
but not into the frame. Mr. Brown stated that the locking mechanism was malfunctioning and he was unaware 
of its deficiency until that morning. Mr. Brown stated that after further inspection of the locking mechanism, he 
believes that Mr. Rodriguez engaged the deadbolt properly and secured the door, but since the locking 
mechanism was malfunctioning, someone would have been able to pull the doors open, defeating the deadbolt, 
using minimum force. Mr. Brown stated that he fixed that locking mechanism as soon as he was aware of the 
issue. 

On Monday, December 10, 2012 Mr. Brown stated in addition to fixing the locking mechanism, he was 
revamping his security system to possibly include email notification of security breaches as well as adding 
wireless cameras to the establishment. Mr. Brown stated he is exploring hiring an outside firm to formaly train 
all The Tap & Palour/Bohemian Caverns employees.

NOTICE OF CLOSURE 

Dear Mr. Brown, Mrs. Brown, and Mrs. Starr 

This notice pertains to your establishment located at 2001 1 1 th Street, NW, Washington, 
DC, operating as "The Tap & Parlour" and operated by you with Retailer's Class CT 01 
License (Club license #ABRA-074895). 

On December 8, 2012, members from the Metropolitan Police Department were 
summoned to the 700 block of Harvard Street, NW, for a sexual assault. Once the units 
arrived on the scene and interviewed the complainant it was discovered that she was a 
victim of a Second Degree Sexual Assault. The complainant furthered advised it 
occurred while she was at 2001 1 1 th Street, NW, the Bohemian Caverns, after the location 
was closed. Further preliminary information indicated that a friend of the complainant 
knew the manager of the Bohemian Caverns and the manager allowed them inside the 
club after hours to have several alcoholic beverages. The complainant stated they were 
drinking downstairs and she got tired and came upstairs and lay across the bar at the "The 
Tap & Parlour. The complainant then stated that she fell asleep and was awakened by an 
unknown male sexually assaulting her. The complainant was transported to Washington 
Hospital for treatment. This violent crime can be connected directly to the operations of 
the The Tap & Parlour establishment and severely endangers the residents and visitors of 
this city. 

The Metropolitan Police Department is very concerned about the safety and welfare of 
the citizens living in or visiting this city. I would be remised in my duties if I did not 
address the concerns and the safety of the citizens of the District of Columbia following 
this serious assault occurring inside the club that resulted in brazen shooting on the streets 
of the District of Columbia. It is also my belief that there is no other immediately 
available measure to ameliorate the danger that your establishment presents to the public. 
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Therefore, by authority vested in me by the D.C. Official Code § 25-827, (Emergency 
Suspension of Liquor Licenses Act of 2005, D.C. Law 16-20), it is ordered that Bohemian 
Caverns located at 2001 H Street, NW, Washington, DC, be closed for M continuous 
hoars, starting at 6:00 p.nn on December 8, 2012, pending a determination by the Alcohol 
Beverage Regulation Administration regarding the safety of this establishment's continued 
operation.
